Briefly, they show that the 
President, before giving a recess 
appointment to Tariff Commission 
ec David J. Lewis, a Maryland 
Democrat, during the campaign of 
1924, sought to have Lewis put in 
his hands a written form of resig.

Culbertson, who is a Republfean 
wrote in his memorandum, which 
he entitled a “contemporary mem. 
Orandum” of an interview he had 
with the President on the subject 
of the Lewis appointment, that the 
President “implied that he desi reg 
to use the appointment .of Mr 
Lewis for trading purposes in case 
df necessity.” 

Lewis declined to enter into a 
secret understanding with the 
President.

No Miracle Needed. 


GLANCE into the documenta- 

tion of the pantomime discloses 
that only its first scene is ir spirit 
medieval, and that the other seven 
represent accretions of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries 
Even the final scene, while con- 
forming outwardly to the legend. 
is corrupted at heart. The nun’s 
collapse as a human individuality 
is strictly a modern touch, and one 
of fatal dramatic ineptitude. for 
thereby the miracle of divine grace 
for which the spectacle is named 
becomes totally superfluous. No 
prodigy is needed to reclaim the 
shattered and broken-spirited 
wretch who crawls back into the 
convent. Sin has been made for 
her so atrociously penal that only 
an idiot could fail to see that virtue 
is preferable. 

In its pristine guise, the myth is 
recounted by St. Alphonsus Ligu- 
ori.

To nis befud- 
fed and terrified mind a posse meant the 
aame thing as a mob. and a mob meant 
Iysnehbing He saw visions of trailing blood- 
bounds, Vengeful pursuers with rifles and 
shotguns, a long rope and a horrible creep- 
ing death from strangling. What hope had 
he of convinelne a dlood-crazed Mob that he 
had shot his friend by accident? No won- 
der he quickened hire steps and chenaed 
their direction from the parental cabin on 
the Arkansas River to the wilds of the 
Osage country in Oklahoma, 

Once safely out of reach of a posse, Jim 
Sublett became Ed Tharp and began his long 
and losing fight with-suspense and his con- 
eclenes The tide of battie turned firat one 
way and then another during those 20 veara, 
There were timea when Jim wae hunery and 
cold and miserable, like he was on the day 
after the shooting, when he hid all day jin 
a corn field near Aurora and lay there ina 
cold drizsling rain, longing for one of the 
great red apples which farmers were pack- 
ing in barrels in a nearby orchard There 
were times when he felt that he was bein, 
watched by unseen pursuers. Vague fear of 
detection caused him to keep apart from his 
fellows and avoid any acquaintanceship that 
might lead to exposure of his real identity 
He never held long to one job or staved !lony 
in one locality for the same reason and he 
never tried to salvage his romance because 
he felt {t wouldn't be fair to ask Laura 
Schiuter to marry a fugitive from juaiice, 
and he didn’t want to bé married under a 
false name, anyway. 

He remained a wanderer, a drifter and a 
lonely outcast, hiding from the world and 
even trying to hide from himself. Twice, 
under cover of darkness, he stole back to 
his old home on the Arkansas for an over- 
night visit to his father. Then his father 
died. That was in 1910. Then two of his 
three brothers died. Later one of his two 
sisters became a sufferer from tuberculosia 
and bad to be taken to a sanitarium. Final-

ly his third brother, Ernest, was murdered 
by a mountain enemy, who sent him pol- 
soned moonshine, and three motherless chil- 
dren were left without a father. They had 
ne shoes or warm clothing and sometimes 
very littie to eat in the humble cabin of 
their maternal grandparents, and they 
looked to “Uncle Jim” for help. But Jim 
Subiett was powerless. He couldn't help 
them at home because he didn't dare to 
show hie face there, and he couldn't help 
them from a distance because his acattered 
jobs ae a migratory rallway construction @- 
borer barely provided him with his own 
living, 


NCE, about six months ago, he did 
go back to Piney, determined to 
try, but his satay didn't last 24 
hours. The night after his arrival he was 
frying some fish in the cabin  fire- 
place and the hungry children were 
Waiting for their supper when a friendly 
Deputy Sheriff knocked at the door 
and told Jim he had better get out at once. 
that somebody had wired Harry Dillard he 
Was at home and Dillard had wired back 
to the Sheriff's office to hold him. The 
deputy was really supposed to arrest him, 
but he hated to do that, and he thought !t 
would be all right if he went back to the 
office and reported that Jim had gone, So 
Jim went. 
On that filght he probablv came nearer 
Kiving himself up than he ever had come 
before. Hardly was he out of rench of (1, 
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sister there, drifted down to Chaf- 
fee, below Cape Girardeau, on the Min- 
sissippi River, where he got another job 
with a construction gang. He had worked 
for several weeks with the memory of 
those orphaned children weighing upon 
his mind, when finally the pressure became 
too great. Abandoning hia wagon and teain 
at 10 o'clock one morning, he waiked Into 
the town and gave himeelf up to Police 
Judge Tines.

After endeavoring to make the 
visitor feel at home among all those cap- 
tured mountain-dew containers, he brought 
Jim out from among the moonshiners and, 
over a barrel that had contained sour mash, 
Jim told of his 20 years of exile and of 
he inner torces that compelled him at 
last to bring himself tn. 

“The strangest thing about that shoot- 
ing,’ he began, ‘was that I never could 


apples and walked on to Aurora intending to 
listen around a little before I went to the 
Dillard home. hen I sneaked out to the 
cemetery trying to satisfy my curiosity about 
whether Joe was dead. About the first 
thing I saw was an open grave. I dont 
know whose grave it was, but I never koew 
until the other day that it wasn't Joe's. I 
have been seeing that open grave for 80 
years just like I have been seeing Joe Dil- 
lard. When Harry and the Sheriff brought 
me back here from Chaffee we atopped {n 
Aurora and they took me to see Joe's 
mother and father. I couldn't bear to 100k 
at Mrs. Dillard because she looked so much 
like Joe. I had to turn and walk away.” 
Then continued the prisoners story of his 
wanderings: of how he sold Joes guD at 
Fort Gibson, Oklahoma, to get something to 
eat: of how he drifted from one state 
another, working wherever he could get & 
job, going hungry sometimes, suffering from 
cold and ioneliness sometimes, and always 
harassed by a haunting fear of detection. 


IM’S greatest desire now is to get the 
trial over with as soon as possible so be 
can go back (the Judge and jury permit- 
ting) to the little cabin home on the Arkat 
sas River in time to put in a crop for his 
brother’s orphaned children. After all It 
was the memory of those children that bh 
most to do with turning his steps tows 
the office of Police Judge Tines at Chaffee 
“It's pitiful the way them pore little 
fellers need somebody to look after them@, 
he says. "They hardly ever knew th 
mother or father either and I couldn't do 
anything for them running over the coun 
try.

Governor Drops Move to 
’ Divert Property Tax of 

Five Cents on $100 Val- 
- yation to Fund.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18.—A 


gecond luxury tax has been added 


to Gov. Baker's proposed constitu- 
tional amendment to provide sepa- 
rate sources of revenue for support 
of public schools and State educa- 
tional institutions, In the form of a 
10 per cent tax on the admission 
fees of theaters and other places o/ 
amusement. 

The proposal already carries a 
tux of 10 per cent on the Salep rice 
of cigars, cigarettes and other 
forms of tobacco. The other tax 
jtems in the revised draft of the 
amendment are to the present 
State inheritance and foreign in- 
surance taxes, which will be-frans- 
ferred from general revenue to the 
schoo! support fund. 

Gov. Baker held a conferenc? 1. 
his office today with several State 
officials, a. which the amuse- 
men tax was addsd tw 
measure, and other changes 
made, including abandonment of 
the original proposal to transfer 
the present direct property tax of 
5 cents on the $100 assessed valua’ 
tion from general revenue ‘:o th4 
school fund. The revision also re- 
sulted in abandonment of a pro- 
posal to levy a 2 per cent sever- 
ance tax on all minerals mined in 
‘Missouri. 

Proposal to Commitiee. 

The committee selected by the 
Governor to work out the amend- 
ment will meet here Tuesday. to 
pass on the revised amendment. 
The tax on amusements, if the 
amendment is adopted, would re- 
sult in a levy of 10 per cent on 
every 10 cents or fraction thereof 
charged as admission to amuse- 
ments. For illustration, the tax 
on a 10-cent admission would be 
one cent, on a 15-cent amusement 
1% cents and on a 50-cent admis- 
sion, 5 cents. 

The Governor estimated 
vised amendment carrying the 
amusé@ment, tobacco, inheritance 
and foreign insurance taxes would 
Produce about $12,000,000 a year 
for support of the schools. As orig- 
iNMally drafted, the tobacco tax ex- 
tended only to cigars and _  cig- 
arettes and was to be collected 
from retailers. This brought pro- 
tests and objections that the 
Measure was discriminatory  be- 
Cause it did not apply to all forms 
@f tobacco. 

} In the revised draft the tobacco 
fx applies to all cigars, cigarettes, 
Manufactured chewing tobacco, 
Manufactured smoking tobacco,

factured tobacco. The mé@asure 
Provides for collection of the tax 
on the first sale of the tobacco 
Within the State, which, in most 
instances, would invoice collection 
2 the tax from the wholesalers. 


” Property Tax Dropped. 

Baker said the property tax was 
Gropped because of the difficulty 
anticipated in explaining to voters 
that no increase jn property tax 
was proposed through transfer of 
the property tax to the school fund. 
The right to increase or decrease 
the taxes reste with the Legis- 
lature. irrespective of the adoption 
of the proposed amendment. Con- 
siderable opposition had been of- 
fered to the severance tax on min- 
*rals and a fight on such a levy 
Was feared. 

Some advocates of the Separate
